Somewhat startling in- 
creases in Hongkong’s postal 
rates to places abroad, com- 
ing into effect.on April Ist, 
are announced in to-day’s 
Garette, in the form of regu- 
Intions made by the Gover- 
nor-in-Council. 


. The most striking, changes 
concern the rates of postage to 
the United Kingdom and British 
Possessions, which are raised to 
12 cents for cach ounces or part 
of an ounce if sent via Suez or 


4 the Pacific, and to 20 cents for 
the first ounce and- 10 cents for | ¢ 


“ each additional ounce if sent vin 
‘Siberia. 
‘Phe new rate for postage via 
Siberia represonts an increase of 
"500 per cent. on the charge obtaln- 
ing in July Jast year. It will be 
recalled that the standing rate 
prior to Auguat tut. last was four 
cents irrespective of route. Om 
August 1, an incrense to cight 
cents was ordered, also irreapee- 
tive of route, The Suez route ix 
now trebled, 


20 Cents Elxewhere, 


Postage to places in the Colony 
and to Macao and China Proper 
remain unchanged, but.the rate to 
forelgn countries generally _ be- 
comes 20 cents for the first ounce 
and 10 cents for each additional 
ounce, 98 against 14 cents and 8 
cents since August 1 last, and 10 
vents . and 6 conta - ‘prior to that, 

Nearly every other form of 
postal package, with the exception 
of parcels which were increased a 
few weeks ngo, have been subject 
to review and the rates doubled. 


Postcard Rates Doubled.

London, Mar. 27, 
Mr. Arnold Bennett,. the 
famous novelist and play- 
wright, who has been suffer- 
ing from typhoid fever, died 
to-day at his Essex homo in 

his 64th year. .

CHINESE OPPOSITION TO 
RECENT DECISION. : 


- THE DUMPING EVIL. 


At the Kai Fang meeting hold 
at the Tung Wah Hospital yester- 
day afternoon the Chinese leaders 
of the different commercial com- 
munities offered strong opposition 
to the recent Sanitary Board 
decision on the reacision of the 
latter body's fosolutions pnssed in 
1918 relative to the trentment of 
smal}-pox cases at private houses. 


Long before the commencement 
of the meeting the hall of the 
Tung Wah hospital was filled te 
enpacity, a fret which offered 
ample evidence that the ‘smuall- 
pox argument has evoked great 
nttention among all shades of 
the Chinese community... Tho 
Chinese representatives on the 
Legislative Council and Sanitary 
Roard were present — together 
while the proceedings were pre 
sided over by Mr. Ngan Shing- 
kwan, the Chairman of Directors 
of the Tung Wah Hospital, who 
was supported by Messrs, Chan 
Lim-pak and Thomaa W. N. Tam, 
the vice-Chairmen, 


After commenting on the 
Chinese opinion on the treatment 
of small-pox Mr. Ho Iu) express- 
ed regret that two Chinese repre- 
sentatives on the Sanitary Board 
were defeated on aceount of 
their being in the minority. The 
two Chinese members made atrong 
opposition to the — recisieon of 
the resolution passed over twelve 
years ugo, but found their op- 
position ineffective. In this con- 
nexion Mr, Ho pointed’ out that 
even the decision of the Sanitary 
Board was not final and the 
Chinese community on the whole 
must. fight out the case as it con- 
cerned the whole Chinese — com- 
munity. 


Mr. Ho Kam-tong., O.BLEL. gave 
a mort interesting speech on the 
History of the enforcement of the 
amall-pox ordinance which he 
traced back to twenty-five years 
nyo, when” the Government = re- 
quired that all small-pox  enses 
be treated not only in isolation. 
hospitals but) in a government 
veract named “Glysiea.”” Cases 
of small-pox and plague would 
be treated on this veascl. put 
Mr, Ho regretted the fact that 
although many patients went on 
board for treatment few returned 
allve. 

In those days small-pox was 
very common and the law being 
so drastic panic prevailéd among 
the Chinese community. So much 
so that as soon ax oné small-pox 
ernse occurred in one of the 
dwelling houses afl the occupants 
of the same house would hire a 
junk to tuke them to.Canton. As 
much as $200 was paid to a junk 
Tor this purpose. For fear of 
heings punished hy the Inw as 
many as 3,000 dead bodies were 
dumped on the street in one year. 

Mr. Ho went on to relate the 
many pathetic incidents of how 
children infected with small-pox 
were taken from thei parents 
by offleers of the Law and how 
the isolation process was drend- 
ed by the Chinese. The speaker 
mentioned that he and the then 
Chinese representatives’ on the 
1 ative Council eventually had 
to appeal to the Governor, from 
whom permission was granted 
that temporary-quarters should be 
erected in which Chinese patients 
could be treated with Chinese 
medicine. Mr: Ho snid that the 
result of the test wag most satis- 
factory and he -recalled that in 
one year 77 per cent of small-pox 
casts were cured by Chinese 
medical practioners. 

Concerning the dumping of dead 

bodies Mr. Ho said that the evil 
practice was reduced after the 
erection of the small-pox hospital 
where Chinese’ medicine could be 
obtained free. He himself also 
advertiser in. Chinese newspapers 
for many years offering’te pro- 
vide poor Chinese with free 
coffins. He concluded by saying 
that the Chinese community 
should be fully advised on , the 
necessity of reporting amall-pox 
eases to the medical authorities, 
Mr. Ho. who is himself: a well 
known authority on Chinese 
medicine, went on xt considerable 
length on the cause and danger 
‘of the small-pox and warned the 
nudience of. the importance ‘of 
vaccination. : . . 
. Mr. Wong Kwong-tin, ‘one of 
the Chinese. representatives on 
the Sanitary Board, said that as. 
the suggested compulsory isolation 
would affect all Chincss rosidenta 
living in apartments, the ° resolu- 
tion would indirectly affect over 
80 por cant of the whole, popula- 
tion of Hongkong. ° 


Mr. Wong made some strony rb-] 


marks on tho dumping . of dead 
bodies and-‘mado it quite clear fet 
not puly tho Tung. Wah Hospital 
but that many local charitablo. na-, 
soclations ‘and’: individual Chinese 
Hiko Mr. Ho Kom-tong would: be 
most willing: to rovide frea: cof 

fins. ‘Mr. Wong Intimated‘that:h 

‘and bis Chinese colleagues’ 


Sanitary Board would: continue to 


fight out the small-pox case. — 
Mr. M. K. Lo made some signi- 
fleant statements concerning the 
ignorance among the Chinese in 
refusing to follow the legnl step 
of roporting small-pux cases, eay 
Ing that from 1920 to 1929 thore 
occurred in Hongkong some seyen 
thouisund small-pox cases 441 ont 
of these twenty-six enms to the at- 
tention of the madical authori les. 
But in all cases the occupants uf 
the houses Where the disense oc- 
curred removed quickly and be- 
fore the arrival of the Sanitary 
Ronrd dflicera, who went to carry 
ott the disinfection process... Mr. 
Lo xafd that other municipalities 
in China Including those in Nan- 
Hog Shanghai, and Canton adopt- 
ed himilar meang of disinfection 
against small-pox and he could 
not kee how Hongkong could stand 
alone in this World as not con- 
ceding to thia modern monne of 
attacking this dreadful disease. 
The Hon Mr. SW. Tso fully ex- 


‘plnined how the resolution of the 


Sanitary Board in 1918 permitting 
the treatment of amall-pox in pri- 
vate houses came into existence 
after the repeated appeal from the 
Chinese leaders, who promised 
that enses would be reported to 
the medical authorities and Urat 
the Chinese would orstanise vac- 
cination campaigns, 


Sir Shou-son Chow's Speech. 


Addressing ‘the meeting Sir 
Shou-son Chow said: “At the out- 
ket IT want to define the position 
of my two honourable collenzucs 
and myself at this meeting, We 
tome here In the dual capacity of 
advisers of the Hospitals and 
ad representatives of the Chinese 
in the Colony. In the first capa- 
«ty it is our duty to give such ad- 
vise as our-conseience dictates and 
to the best of our ability; and in 
the second cnpacity it ix our duty 
tu present the views of the com- 
munity to the Government. 

“We liave heard the pros and 
cons of the subject; but without 
at this. moment entering into its 
merits and demerits I should like 
to say that some months before 
the recision of the resolution by 
the Sanitary Board we three ex- 
pressed to the Government = the 
opinfon’ that in view of the un- 
ubated dumping of dead bodies 
und the absence of report of amall 
pox cases, the public should be 
fiven a warning that unless they 
comply with the conditions attach- 
od to the resolution of .1918 that 
apecial privilege might be with. 
drawn by the Sanitary Board. 
The Sanitary Board -hita  act- 
ell without some such  warn- 
Ing, but’ we-three still hold the 
view that the public shoul have 
been given due warning before the 
resolution was — rescinded. We 
have not changed or modified in 
any way our attitude in this mat- 
ter, and shall certainly renew our 
advice to the Government. 

“My colleague, the Hon. Mt S. 
W. Tso, who knows more about 


the subject than most of-us, has] 


alrendy given a history of the re- 
solution. I will now ask the’ Hon. 
Mr. Kotewall to give the consider- 
ed views of the three Chinese 
members of the Council. 


Mr. Kotewall's Speech. 


In summing up the meeting the 
Ion. Mr. R. H. Kotewall said that 
he had listened to the remarks of 
the previous speakers with more 
than usual care as the question at 
issue was one vital to the Chinese. 
At the outset he would like to 
point out that the Sanitary Board 
it rescinding the resolution of 
118 acted not without reasons as 
wis pointed out by Mr. to Kom- 

unl Mr. Wong, Kwong-tin. 
When that resolntion was passed 
vere iittached to it the three 
conditions about which we have 
‘heard again and-aguin this after- 
noo, The object of these condi- 
tions was to encourage people to 
yet vaccinated so that small pox 
would in time be eradicated and 
reduced and to prevent the — de- 
spienble dumping of dend bodies. 
The medical Officer of Health had 
reported that he did net recall a 
single cuse in which any Chinese 
complied with the conditions ond

PARLIAMENT AND. 
HONGKONG. 


Through the me lium of Parlin- 
mentary questions and = answers, 
Hongkong receives a considerable 
mensuré of publicity in the Old 
; Country. Unfortunately, however, 
it is publicity of the wrong kind. 
, During the present week, the mui- 
,fsai_ and body-dumping questions 
have been raised, the one in the 
. Upper Chamber and the other in 
the House of Commons, “In regard 
to neither, has there been any new 
_light thrown on the facts, and the 
| result is merely to crente mistend- 
{ ing impressions as -to conditions 28 
they actualy exist. With all this 
tatk of “slavery” and body-dump- 
ing we cin imagine what sort of an 
impression the average person at 
Home has of Hongkong. If M.P.'s 
and others were as keen on the 
seconomic prosperity of this Colony 
ag they appear to be on these social 
| issues, our dollar problem would 
have been solved long ago. 

On-the body-dumping question, 
the figures and explanations given 
by the- Government should, be a 
sufficient answer to those who 
imagine that conditions here in 
this connexion nre in any way duo 
to official laxity. It. has been 
shown that even in London there 
are n great number of abandoned 
bodies found every year, not to the 
extent that the evil prevails in the 
tho East, admittedly. - But somo 
illuminating figures have just been 
issued ‘In Shanghai, disclosing. tho 
fact that during the past ycar over 
36,000 bodics were picked up in the 
streets—on an average, more than 
100 a day. Comparing this total 
with Hongkong’s and estimating 
our population — at even a. million, 

.{ this means that Shanghal’a_dump- 
ing figure Is twelve to the thousand 
of population, as against two or 
yen: pas por thousand in this 
Colony. The ovil is much more ap. 
parent in the East than elsewhore, 


due, partly, to poverty and the con- 
sequential desire to avold funeral 
expenses, and, to’ an oven greater 
lextent, to superstitious beliefs. - It 
will only be overcome by education 
of the people to a greater sense of 
their responsibilitics and by the 
gradual spread of more enlightened 
{dens. Something” might algo be 
done in Hongkong by a stricter en- 
forcement. of the birth — registra- 
tion laws. 

Regarding the mut-taai problem, 
it is satisfactory to note that some 
nttempt is‘ being made to secure 
respect for the existing law, wit- 
nest the number of prosecutions 
which have recently taken place. 
This is ull to the good, but, even 
so, we still feel'that much moro 
could be done by way of inspection 
and control., Lord Passfield’s 
statement that over four thousand 
girls have been registered under 
the new law, and that this ghows 
n considerable reduction on the 
number of miui-taai in the Colony, 
would appear to reflect a belief on 
his part that there are no other 
mui-tsat in Hongkong than thoso 
netually registercd. That, of 
course, is not the cate. It Is true 
that the law provides that all exist- 
ing muf-tsai must be registered, but 
there must be very many with whom 
the law gains no contact. whatever. 
In this connexion, it would be in- 
terestinjs to know precisely how 
many inspectors «are employed to 
eve thet the law 
whnt means ure taken to ensure 
that no more mui-taai come into the 
Colony. It is one thing to pass a 
law, but quite another to enforce 
it. Admirable as is the work 
which the Government and other 
institutions have done, within cer- 
tain limits, there is still much 
that remaing to be accomplished. 
Systematic house-to-house visits, 
apecial efforts to make sure that girl 
servants are aware of their real 
status, and enquiries to the end 
that girl servants are remunerat- 
ed—these are some of the things 
that need attention. The situation 
is admittedly far better than it was 
a few yenra ago, but unless we want 
ffongkong’s name. to be continually 
held up to scorn and Criticlam, it 
would be well if the authoritics 
forestalled further adverge com- 
ment by vigorously putting into 
force the law on the subject.

It is generally under- 
stood that the coat of a reinforced 
conerete road is exceedingly high, 
and it does appenr doubtful, after 
perusing Mr. Wood's article, whe- 
ther concrete highways will give 
‘anything like the service of 
naphatt ronds. | Indeed, an exam- 
8 quoted of asphalt road sur- 
standing up after from 90 to 
vars’ surface, in contradiatincs 
tion to which, concrete reads have 
shown cracks after from 2 to 8 
year Where traffic 
xpeed had actually to be reduced 
owing to the bad surface condition. 
Another point is that even concrete 
rpads are ‘invariably carpeted with 
asphalt! We do urge therefore, 
that all possible data should ha 
collected before the conerete road 
ix definitely adopted in Hongkong, 
for it must be remembered that 
the Colony has ample supplics of 
excellent granite for foundations, 
and judging from some of our 
earlier ‘asphalt rouds, there is con- 
vincing avidence that, when laid 
properly, asphalt will stand up to 
Soth local climate and traffic con- 
ditions. ' 
Ilorne Forbiddent : 

Since July, 1930, a most interest-

The 
recording of fewer accidents is, 
perhaps, the Jogical outcome of 
ingisting on quieter conditions, bo- 
cause it naturally follows, that dri- 
vers and pedestrians are thereby 
compelled to exerciso the utmost 
caution. Whereas pedestrians are 
necustomed to listen for warn- 
ing from approaching vehicles, 
the onus Is-placed on them that they 
make sure that it is safe to cross a 
road. Drivers aro also influenced 
to take grenter note ‘of pedestrians 
and other traffic, and that dan- 
gerous practice of “driving with 
the horn" {a immediately climinat- 
ed. Finland has certainly given an 
excellent: example to the world. 
In ‘Hongkong. : 
Of course, “hornless cars’ may 
be quite safe in many. countries, 
but there are other places’ where 
the total discarding of warning 
signals would not be advisable. In 
Hongkony and the deniely populat- 
ed cities of the Far East, it would 
be almost Impossible to do without 
motor horns entirely, for the sim- 
plo reason thot tho strects . are 
genornlly narrow and the foot- 
paths insufficiently wide to carry 
the heavy pedestrian traffic, Never- 
theless, there is not the alightest 
doubt. that horn-blowing {a exces- 
sive, and frequently unnecessary. 
It is gratifying to know that tho 
Potico are taking action in the mat- 
ter, and we trust that the good 
work will continue, The annoy-

There are different classes of 
bitumen; the teats usually applied 
are whether it is soluble in car- 
bon disulphide or not, and ita 
melting point. There are a nim- 
ber of other important tests, but 
the melting point is important 
because if the bitumen has not to 
be subjected to any great hent:it 
indivates that very Nttle fluxing: 
oil is necessary to bring it to the 
consistency required, If it has a 
high melting: point a large propor- 
tion of fluxing oll is necessary, 
which may or may not have u con- 
siderable percentage of volatile 
oila, If the mixture is luid hot 
these oils will ‘evaporate during 
the process of Inying or aubse- 
quently, and the composition 
thereby becomes harder or more 
brittle as time passes. If the 
bituminous composition ia laid 
cold, it is expected that the very 
Hight volatile oils that must be 
over in the fluxed bitumen will 
almost immediately be absorbed 
inte the atmosphere and the 
harder contents remain behind to 
act as a binding agent.

Tromance, Jolly extravagunce and 


the quality which one critic calls 
provinelality and another boyish- 
ness and whitch makes Bennett 
invert the splendours of modern 
London with the romance of tha 
Dazanva of Bagdad. In 1923, 
however, he showed in “Ricoyman 
Steps” that he could parallel in a 
picture of sordid London Hfe hla 
Lest achfevementa in depicting the 
“Biye Towns." “Lord Raingo,” 
which appeared in 1926, ia a novel 
of war-politics and intrigue of 
very mixed quality, Important 
living personalities are to be foisnil 
in disguise in ita cynical pages. 


Master of Comedy. 


His plays showed him as a 
master of modern comedy, but hia 
sense of the theatre proved too 
strong to allow him to put forward 
original ideas. “The Great Ad- 
venture,” dramatiaed in 1913 from 
his novel “Burled Alive’ was a 
brilliant success, as was “Mflo- 
stones” (with Knoblock), “What 
the Public Wants” was a clever 
satire on modern journaliam. In 
“Judith” he gave a modernised 
version of the Bible story. His 
other plays inchule "The Love 
Match”, “Body and Soul",. “The 
Honeymoon”, “Cupid and Common- 
senre” (dramatised from “Anna of 
the Five Towns") and “London 
Life” (with Knoblock). 

He met his future wife, Mme. 
Solic in 1906 in Paris where he 
moved among musicians and 
artists, the former including 
Ravel. He himself was a fine 
pianist, made watercolour and 
black and white sketches, and 
wrote n benutiful engrossing hand 
which dated from his legal days. 


A born organiser. he was for o 
time a director of the Ministry of 
Information: during the war. In- 
tereated ut. one period in theatri- 
cal management he called his 
theatye the “Regent” after that in 
the book of the sume name. Like 
Wells, he lived in Essex. While 
he thought work the only thing 
worth living for he loved luxury 
und knew how to make the best 
of lfe. He could only write in 
tidy surroundings and wherever 
che ‘went carried a notebook’ to .re- 
oe impressions. — Reuter and

periences, . 

Mr. Harshman arrived aboard 
the atenmship Cerico which re- 
scued him at 12,30 o'clock on Sun- 
day afternoon, % ‘3 

While flying over the ‘sea on 
March 17, Mr. -Harahman told 
newspaper - correspondents, his 
gasoline supplics were exhausted, 
Het was forced te descened on 
the water. 

For eleven hours the aviator’s 
aeroplane floated. Then, becom- 
ing waterlogged and badly strain- 
ed by tne buffeting of the waves, 
the fragile craft sank.

£96,000 TAX APPEAL. 


The Judictat Committce of the 
Privy Council recently doalt with 
a question arising out of the taxa- 
tion of beer exported by a Cana- 
dfan “brewery into the ‘United 
States. : 
Tho Supreme Court of Canada 
hud ordered the Carling Export 
Brewory Company,’ of London, 
Ontario, to pay £95,000 in taxes, 
interest and penaltics on beer sold 
between 1924 and 1927.
